Ho* 1 Is the Amu Darya River* Shis river is 1,000-1,600 meters wide, but 
informants cannot estimate its depth* It floods occasionally during 
the winter* In 1945 it was in flood and caused some small damage in 
iiie city. It is navigable throughout the year by boats up to 100 
time. Some of these boats are passenger boats and others are freighters 
carrying farm products and petroleum for the requirements of the oity* 
Informants say that every day they saw 5-10 river boats on the river* 


HO, 2 la the railroad line from Krasnovodsk to Tashkent* 

So* S is a railroad bridge over the Am Darya river* This bridge is of 

steel, with abutments and piers of concrete end steel* It is about 
1,100 meters long and is 0-10 meters wide. At each of tho entrances 
to the bridge there is a guard post of the JI7D to proteot the bridge* 
Civilians are forbidden to cross this bridge* V/ithin a radius of 
60-100 meters from each of the entrances to the bridge along the banks 
of the river tliare are barbed wire fences* 


Ho* 4 is the (hardxhou-Deinau railroad line* In the spring of 1947 work 

was begun on the construction of the new railroad line from Chardxhou 
to KUngrad* Labor forces are supplied by the surrounding kolkhozes 
and by the prisons of the Turkmen Republic* At present the train has 
a regular schedule between Chardxhou and Delnau* Sixty kilometers 
of the line have been completed* 

Ho* 5 is a place where there are 4-5 warehouses for imporbod foodstuff s and 

various machinery for tho needs of the city* do not kugjxi A 

details* 

Ho* 6 is a railroad siding to the warehouses (Ho* 5)« 
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no. 7 Is a cotton gin* It ii a th r ee » ■ s tory building of brick measuring 

abocrt 20 0x10 0 meters* Xt employe 800-1*000 men and w o men * Every day 
100 thr oe - t o n trucks filled with rm cotton enter this gin* the 
tottaa cooes fraa the surrounding kolkhoaeao Informants cannot estimate 
the production of this cotton gin* the seed separated from the cotton 
is sent by rail to Bedno4li* Where there is a largo oil extracting 
plant* Informants soy that the ginned cotton is sent Into the 
interior of Bnssia and also abroad* It is always shipped by railroad 
from Qhardshou* 

So* 8 ill railroad siding to the cotton gin (Bo* 7)* 

Wo. 9 is a si lk alii* It is a two-story brick building measuring about 
100 by 70 meters* It employs about 300 workmen* During the season 
(April to July) this mill operates day and night and produces about 
200-300 tons of silk* 


Bo* 10 is a factory which produces machine belts from a special fabric* 

It is a two-story brick building measuring about 40 by 30 staters* 

Bo* 11 is a textile mill under construction. It was begun in Hie winter of 
1947 and is expected to be reedy in 1950* About 500 laborers from 
the surrounding kolchosses and prisons are working cm this construe tiem 
project* It is said that this mill will bo the largest of its fefavt 
in the Turkmen Republic* 

Bo* 12 is a bakery which supplies bread for the whole oily* The production 
is estimated at 35-50 tons daily* 

Ho. 13 Is Hie city hospital* a four-story building measuring about 100 by 
80 meters* 

Bo* 14 is a children 1 * hospital* a three-story building measuring about 
DO by 100 meters* 


Bo# 16 la a garage which serves the ootton gin (Bo. 7 above)* It is a 
ono-stoxy building measuring about 200 by 80 meters* About 100 
trucks belonging to the cotton gin aro kept in this garage* About 
150 man are employed here* 

Bo* 10 is a school for nurses* It offers a two-year period of training* 

About 100-150 student nurses from 18 to 20 years of age are enrolled* 

Bo* 17 Is a mill for finishing ootton# It is a two-story brick building 

measuring about 60 by 40 meters* About 300-500 workers are employed 
in it. 

no. 18 is the city jail* It is a throe-story brick building measuring 
about 150 by 80 meters* Up to 2*500 prisoners ore held there* 


Ho* 19 is the city military office for the induction of draftees* 


No* 20 is the city Air Defense School* About 40-50 persons receive 
training in this school during the afternoon hours* 

Ho* 21 is the G.R.E.H* factory* It is a two-story brick building Pleasuring 
about 100 by 00 meters* About 60-70 women and 30 n&n, all Russian 
oltisona* are employed in this factory* All the employees wear white 
clothing during thoir working hours* Informants .state thnt the 
employees of this factory receive a highor wage than those who work 
in other factories* The hours of work are 9 a.m, to 4 p.ta. daily 
except Sunday* The ?JVD often visits this factory and watches its 
operation* 2he loads of the many trucks entering and leaving are 
always covered* No one is pornlttod to enter or go near this factory* 
Informants soy that It is not known What this factory produces*

1,000 meters long and 100 asters wide. These landinr strips are 
surfaced with gravel. The field is located in a plain and is not 
enclosed by any wall or fenoe. It was in uso before the war. During 
Ihe war it was used by both military and civilian planes, but military 
^anea no longer land here. Informants , on a visit to the field at 
the be ginning of 1044, observed 10-12 two - engi ne passenger planes, 
ttese planes wsro Douglas type and had 24 seats. In another part of 
field ware two-engine and four-engine military planes. la a 
teird p»t of the field were a few snail passenger planes. Also on 
the field wore a repair shop and a personnel barracks, informants

HO. 38 is the yard for the repair of largo and small riverboats. This yard 
is surrounded by a wall 3-4 meters hifh. Informants eennot estimate 
the dimensions of the yard. Inside the wall oan be seen a brick 
building throe stories high. There are also small buildings w hic h 
cannot bo seen from the street. The river boats to be repaired remain 
in the river, end only the parts requiring repair are taken into the 
yard. Tho three -story building is located at a distance of 600-700 
meters from tho river.

No* 39 Is the city bank* 

No* 40 is t tie building hensing the City Ccsnittoe of the Oonraunist Party* 

No* 41 in the Heft Flaw* on area enclosed by a wall 3-4 meters hi£w The 
dimensions of this area are about 300 by 300 meters* Hero thore are 
10-15 steel tanks* both large and small* flllod with petroleum* 
gasoline* residual oil, and lubricating oil for the needs of the city* 
There is also a building containing storage tanks which are, filled 
by pipes loading from the steel tanks outside* Tho largest of the 
steel tanks 1 b 13-15 meters higi with a diameter of 8-10 meters and 
a capacity of about 100 tans* The smallest is 8 motors hi#i with a 
disaster of about 6 meters* 

No* 43 is a warehouse for ohenloal products used by the farmers* It is a 
one-story building of wood measuring about 100 by 35 meters* A 
railroad siding runs to this warehouse* 

No* 43 is a luJber pile in a wooden shod measuring about 70 by 30 meters* 

No* 44 is a railroad repair yard for locomotives and cars* There are three 
repair shops employing about 100 skilled workmen and also students 
from the technical school* A railroad siding leads into this yard* 

No* 45 is Leoingradakaya Street* Which is about 20 meters wide and paved with 
stone* To the east it Heads to Tashkent over a dirt road* 


Ho* 46 is Ava Talstova Street* about 15-30 meters wide and unpaved* 


Ho* 47 is Tiariskaya Street* which is similar to No* 48* 


No* 48 is Doktorslcaya Street* wUioh Is like Nos* 46 and 47* 

Ho* 49 is an unpaved street* whose ThepgxiA 

railroad track runs down the middle of this street* dividing It into 
two parte* On© side of the street is not used* A o one i dor able part 
of this street is covered with the branches and sidings of the rail- 
road track leading from the station* For that reason this street is 
not much used except by trucks* It is crossed by two unpaved roads 
which lead to IJary and KOrkl*

League of Youth) Street* This street is about 30 meters wide and is
